The Soviet Union changed ita 
wind, however, m a result of the outooa© of tho Itedoral Chanoollor’g 
wiBlt to Wachington and is now no longer intorootcd in a Jtnir-Powor 
Conference, ainoo there is apparently no possibility of avoiding a 
dlecuosion of the question of Gor;:;any. 15io Soviet leadership even 
fears that they may again lose tho positive results regarding a partial 
rslaxation which they believe to have aohleved unless they made genuine 
concessions in regard to the question of Oermahy which, howei^r, the 
Soviet Union is not prepared to raalco* Standing out from tho background 
of tho Soviet view of the problom of Germany which insists on the 
present situation, thero are tactlos, however, which the Sovleta employ 
Tdth a view to sueceptible groups In the Ibderal Bepublie arid with 
wSiioh they want to create tho inprossion that real ohimoeo for 
reunification talks would bo given if the polloy-oakora of tho fbderal 
Republic were in a position to create an adequate atmosphere for 
negotiations. Tlic sensational otatononts which Lc^in and hio oo-workers 
nade at tho proas recoption at tho Soviet Sab assy In Vienna zsust bo 
soon from thla point of view* ivailsdilc roports sup^enented that on 
fr^otlior occasion bapintrled to give tho iaprosoion that no ualfoitt 
viow on tho question of Germany was in ezistenoe in Hosoow and that 
the SoTlot leadership was divided into three groups which ho called 
"s^ormoro**, "hesitant politicians" and ’braicosnon".

d. An availrf)le report indicated that tho agenda for tho viait which a 
rcpiwaantativo Czech Govemrent Delegation headed by i'rine r ini a tor 
Sikory ie slatod to pay in Belgrado during tho 5rd week of June provides 
for a general political and econorio exchango including* for example* 
the realization of previouc econor ic projects such as a Czech investr.ont 
in tho planned Get*<up of an aluminum industry in ftigoalavia ehich had 
pireviouGly been planned with Soviet and GDH aid. Another report indicated 
that Dolgrode expected tiie Czech delegation to meko m attempt to
